State B oard of H ealth, w as asked w hat w ere 
the prospects of an epidem ic in the valley, 
lie said : “ God only know s.

CUBA FOR THE I 'M TED STATES. 


ON THE ASSASSIN’S TRACK. 


T hat Chicago inquest is getting clown to 
the substance of the Cronin murder at last. 
Y esterday several im portant w itnesses gave 
their testim ony. 
P. M cG ary swore to con 
versations w ith Cronin in w hich the latter 
declared that he expected to be murdered 
and that A lexander Sullivan w ould be the 
instigator of the crim e. 
H is last conversa­ 
tion was three w eeks before the murder, 
w hen Cronin told him that proofs were in 


his safe w hich w ould connect Su llivan with 
the crim e. 
M ichael Barry swore that tw o 
years ago Cronin told him that detectives 
were tracking him w ith the view of ruining 
his character, and that if they failed in this 
they w ould resort to assassination. 
Law rence 
Morris swore that ex-Congressm an J ohn F 
Finerty told him that ‘ those doctors m ust be 
got rid o f,” m eaning Cronin and M cCahey. 
H e 
also 
related 
a 
conversation 
w ith 
Cronin in w hich 
the 
latter 
declared his 
expectation of 
murder. 
J oseph 
O'Berne 
swore 
that 
he 
had 
know n 
Cronin 
m any 
years. 
and 
that 
he 
conversed 
w ith him on the Friday before the murder. 
T he doctor was low -spirited, expressed his 
fear of physical violence, and an inclination 
to stop the investigation that he had entered 
upon and let the rascals do their 
w orst. 
O’Berne related a conversation w ith M cGehan 
in Decem ber, in w hich he was told that 
Cronin and M cCahey ought to be killed. 
Byron L. Smith, receiver of the defunct 
Traders’ bank, testified to Alexander Sulli­ 
van’s transactions with that institution. 
On 
May 27, 18 8 2, Sullivan deposited to his own 
credit $9 0,520. 
This corresponds with Cro. 
nin’s accusation that Sullivan obtained $100,- 
000 from the Clan-na-Gael fund in Paris, 
turned $18 ,000 over to the society in Chicago, 
and deposited the rest to his own credit. Mr. 
Smith testified that Sullivan drew this money 
out in checks of $30,000, $25,000, $5,000 
and smaller amounts, and that $9 0,000 was 
paid to J . F. Lesier & Co. 
No account is 
given of this firm, but it does not appear to 
have been the Clan-na-Gael society. 
It was 
this money that Cronin was endeavoring to 
trace and recover for the society when he was 
murdered. 
Alexander Sullivan, it is to be remembered, 


is a murderer. 
H e shot a school superinten­ 
dent for rem oving his w ife from a teacher's 
position, w hile his w ife sat beside him in a 
carriage and w itnessed the deed. 
If this 
w retch should be hunted dow n and hung for 
the murder of Cronin, it w ould seem a dis 
pensntion of providence like that w hich over­ 
took Ruloff in B ingham ton thirty years after 
he murdered his w ife and child in T om pkins 
county.

A rumor, statted from W ashington, is in 
circulation that Secretary Blaine is favorable 
to the purchase of Cuba, and that President 
Harrison is considering the ad visab ilyof su b ­ 
m itting the question to Congress. 
Cuba has 
been a country of great interest to the U nited 
States for m any years, and shortly before his 
election to the P residency J am es Buchanan, 
as the U nited States M inister to E n g’and, 
joined in the issue of the fam ous “ Ostend 
M anifesto,” w hich declared in effect that if 
Spain w ould not sell the Island the U nited 
States w ould be justified in seizing it. 
At 
that tim e it was eagerly desired by the South 
for the extension of the area of slavery. But 
the election of a Republican Congress in 18 54 
prevented the consum m ation, and the p oliti­ 
cal strife and civil war that follow ed caused 
it to be forgotten. 
Even the Southern politi­ 
cians perm itted their attention to be diverted 
from it during B uchanan’s adm inistration by 
the struggle to seize Kansas for the slave 
power. 
If the South has any special interest in the 
acquisition now , it is of a different character, 
for slavery has ceased toexist in Cuba as w ell 
as in the U nited States. 
T he soil is fertile 
and a very large p rtion adapted to sugar 
grow ing, the only sem i-tropical product of 
im portance w hich w e have not already the 
land to produce in sufficient quantities for the 


national supply. 
It is also a hot bed of ye l­ 
low 
fever and other tropical pestilences 
which are q u ick ly com m unicated 
to 
tue 
Southern states, w h ile it is too poor and the 
people too 
lacking in enterprise to adopt 
effective sanitary measures. 
If there is 
ally a desire on the part of the adm inistra­ 
tion to buy the Island, it is w ith the object 
first of all to put a boycott on the yellow 
fever crop. 
W e understand that this is e s­ 
pecially Mr. B laine’s view and wish. 
A s a strategic point it w ould be of great 
value to the U nited States in a war with any 
foreign power, for it com m ands the entrance 
to the G ulf of M exico. 
If that war should 
occur with a nation in possession of 
tl* 
island, its strategic advantages w ould be 
turned against us w ith deadly effect. 
It 
cannot long rem ain a province of Spain. 
That power is too poor to reject a fair price, 
and too weak to hold it against any of the 
leading powers of Europe. 
England, G er­ 
man}- and France are exhibiting a good deal 
of rapacity in the seizure of island territory, 
nnd w ould not be lik ely tb show- m uch re­ 
spect for the M onroe doctrine if they or either 
of them should fix their greedy eyes upon it. 
If there is danger in the European quarter, 
the adm inistration cannot be too quick in 
closing a bargain w ith Spain. 
T he purchase of A laska and the benefits 
that have accrued 
from 
the possession of 
Texas and California, have made territorial 
acquisition a popular them e w ith a large m a­ 
jority of the people. 
If Cuba cou ld be ob ­ 
tained upon favorable terms, there is no 
doubt that it w ould give a big boom to the 
adm inistration. 
But the country should be 
given opportunity to consider w ell and care­ 
fu lly w hether it w ants the property or not. 
Certainly ‘’U ncle Sam ” has yet a good deal 


of land to spare, and Canada w ill soon be 
kn ock ing at our doors.

la.cn a country of great interest to the I nite 
States for many years, and shortly before his 
election to the Presidency Jam es Buchanan 
as the United States Minister to Kng'und 
joined in the issue of the fam ous “ (M end 
M anifesto." which declared in effect that 
Spain would not scil the Island the Unit 
States w ould lie justified in st iring it. 
At 
that tim e it was eagerly desired by the South 


for the extension of the arca o f slavery. IU: 
the election of a Republican Congress in IS 
prevented the consum m ation, and the polili 
cal strife and civil war that follow ed eau* 
it tit lie forgotten. 
Even the Southern polili 
cian» perm itted their attention to be diverted 
from it during Buchanan'* adm inistration by 


the struggle to seize Kansas for the slav 
power. 
If the South has any special interest in the 
acquisition now, it is of a different character 
for slavery has ceased to exist in Cuba as w ell 
as in the United States.

CUBA FOR THE UNITED STATES. 


A rumor, stai ted from W ashington, is in 
circulation that Secretary Blaine is favorable 
to the purchase of Cuba, and that President 
Harrison is considering the advisabilyof sub­ 
m itting the question to Congress. 
Cuba has 
been a country of great interest to the United 
States for many years, and shortly before his 
election to the Presidency Jam es Buchanan, 
as the United States Minister to E ug’and, 
joined in the issue of the fam ous “ Ostend 
M anifesto,” which declared in effect that if 
Spain would not sell the Island the United 
States would be justified in seizing it. 
At 
that time it was eagerly desired by the South 
for the extension of the area of slavery. But 
the election of a Republican Congress in 18Ü4 
prevented the consum m ation, and the politi­ 
cal strife and civil war that follow ed caused 
it to be forgotten. 
Even the Southern politi­ 
cians permitted their attention to be diverted 
from it during Buchanan’s administration by 
the struggle to seize Kansas for the slave 
power. 
If the South has any special interest in the 
acquisition now, it is of a different character, 
for slavery has ceased to exist in Cuba as well 
as in the U nited States. 
The soil is fertile 
and a very large p rtion adapted to sugar 
growing, the only semi-tropical product of 
importance which w e have not already the 
land to produce insufficient quantities for the 
national supply. 
It Is also a hot bed of y el­ 
low 
fever and other tropical pestilences, 
which are quickly com m unicated to 
the 
Southern states, w hile it is too poor and the 
people too lacking in enterprise to adopt 
effective sanitary measures. 
If there is re­ 
ally a desire on the part of the adm inistra­ 
tion to buy the Island, it is with the object 
first of all to put a boycott on the yellow 
fever crop. 
W e understand that this is es­ 
pecially Mr. Blaine’s view and wish. 
A s a strategic point it would be of great 
value to the United States in a war with any 
foreign power, for it commands the entrance 
to the G ulf of M exico. 
If that war should 
occur with a uation in possession of tl 
island, its strategic advantages w oidd be 
turned against us w ith deadly effect. 
It 
cannot long remain a province of Spain 
That power is too poor to reject a fair price, 
and too w eak to hold it against any of the 
leading powers of Europe. 
England, Ger 
many aud France are exhibiting a good deal 
of rapacity in the seizure of island territory, 
nnd would not be likely tb show m uch re­ 
spect for the Monroe doctrine if they or cither 
of them should fix their greedy eyes upon it. 
If there is danger in the European quarter, 
the adm inistration cannot be loo quick in 
closing a bargain with Spain. 
T he purchase of A laska and the benefits 
that have accrued 
from the possession of 
Texas and California, have made territorial 
acquisition a popular theme w ith a large m a­ 
jority of the people. 
If Cuba could be ob ­ 
tained upon 
favorable terms, there is no 
doubt that it w ould give a big boom to the 
adm inistration. 
But the country should be 
given opportunity to consider w ell and care­ 
fu lly whether it wants the property or not. 
Certainly ‘‘Uncle Sam ” has yet a good deal 
o f land to spare, and Canada w ill soon be 
knocking at our dodrs. 


ON THE ASSASSIN’S TRACK. 


T hat Chicago inquest is getting down to 
the substance of the Cronin murder at last 
Yesterday several important witnesses gave 
their testim ony. 
P. McGary swore to con 
versations w ith Cronin in which the latter 
declared that he expected to be murdered 
and that A lexander Sullivan w ould be the 
instigator of the crime. 
Ilis last conversa 
tion was three w eeks before the murder 
when Cronin told him that proofs were in 
his safe which would connect Sullivan with 
the crime. 
M ichael Barry swore that two 
years ago Cronin told him that detectives 
were tracking him w ith the view o f ruining 
his character, and that if they failed in this 
they w ould resort to assassination. 
Lawrence 
Morris swore that ex-Congressman John F. 
Finerty told him that ‘‘those doctors must be 
got rid o f,” m eaning Cronin and M cCaliey.

Cronin in which the latter 
declared his 
expectation o f murder.

May 27, 1882, Sullivan deposited to his ow n 
credit $90,520. 
T his corresponds w ith Cro­ 
nin’s accusation that Sullivan obtained $100,- 
000 from the Clan-na-Gael fund in Paris, 
turned $18,000 over to the society in Chicago, 
and deposited the rest to his ow n credit. Mr. 
Sm ith testified that Sullivan drew (bis m oney 
out in checks o f $30,000, 
$25,000, $5,000 
and sm aller am ounts, and that $90,000 was 
paid to J. F . Lesier & Co. 
N o account is 
given o f this firm, but it does not appear to 
have been the Clan-na-Gael society. 
It was 
this m oney that Cronin was endeavoring to 
trace and recover for the society when he was 
m urdered. 
Alexander Sullivan, it is to be remembered, 


is a murderer. 
He shot a school superinten­ 
dent for rem oving his w ife from a teacher’s 
position, while his w ife sat beside him in a 
carriage and witnessed the deed. 
If this 
wretch should be hunted down and hung for 
the murder of Cronin, it w ould seem a dis­ 
pensation of providence like that which over­ 
took Ruloff in Bingham ton thirty years after 
he murdered his w ife and child in Tom pkins 
county.

The N ew Y ork Sun finds that for the 
eleven months of the present fiscal year the 
receipts from the internal revenue tax have 
amounted to $119,939.363.

is grow ing at the rate of more than 5J per 
cent a year, while the gain from custom s is 
less than three per cent. 
The internal rev­ 
enue tax is now working more rapidly than 
the custom s tariff to sw ell the surplus.

FreDch J udges have just decided a most 
ex traordinary will case. 
A Frenchman of 
wealth named Travers had conceived an in- 
ten-e hatred for his country. 
When he died, 
live years ago, he willed his property to "the 
poor of London” after these words: ‘‘I have 
always been oppressed in my native land. 
I 
have arrived at the age of 45, and have never 
been my own master. Horrible nation ! Peo­ 
ple of cowards and blockheads ! 
I should 
like to have milliards to give to the English, 
who are the born enemies of this idiotic 
France. 
This -is clear and to the point.” 
The relatives of M. Travers naturally dis- 
puted this will on the ground that the testa­ 
tor was not of sound mind, and that the will, 
being framed in hatred of France, was con­ 
trary to “ public order,” and, lastly, that it 
could not he carried out in England, as there 
was no legal representative of the poor. 
But 
the Court overtuled all these objections, and 
the appeal subsequently made has just been 
rejected.

T h e D ea th R eco rd . 
The Bishop of Streugnas, Dr. Adam The­ 
odor Stromberg, who died recently, was a 
distinguished Swedish poet. 
Born at Streng- 
nas J une 5, 1820, he gained the gold medal 
of the Swedish Academy in 1852 by his (ir.-t 
volume of poems, published his “ Ilolofziu ” 
in 1857, and his “ Balder’s Fea st” a few 
years later. 
He was made Bishop of Streug­ 
nas in 1881. 
He was also, as is possible fora 
prelate in Sweden, an active politician, and 
from 1870 to 1878 was a leader of the House 
in the Riksdag. 
The well-known Russian poet and statist, 
Michael SaltvkolT, died recently in St. Pelers 
burg of paralysis. 
He was one of those un­ 
fortunate Russian authors whose best work 
has probably been suppressed bv the authori­ 
ties. 
He once published one of the stupidest 
pieces of nonsense that ever appeared in 
prmt, and ex plained that this was a specimen 
of the only kind of stuff that the censors 
would permit him to publish. 
Lucy Helena Baynes, belter known iu Cul 
cutta as “ Sister Lucy,” is dead. 
She was 
trained in the Clcwer House of Mercy, and 
went out from England in 1881 to take the 
superintendence of the Lady Canning Memor­ 
ial Home, an institution iu which native 
women are trained as nurses. 
She was one 
of the pioneers of the movement for supplying 
medical aid to Indian womeu. 
Dr. Samuel G. Lane, widely known in 
medical circles 
throughout Pennsylvania, 
died of apoplex y in Chambersburg on Tues­ 
day in his six ty-third year. 
Mrs. Bethenias Shaw died at her home in 
Ilagadorn’s Mills, Saratoga County, on Fri­ 
day last, in the one hundredth year of her 
age. 
Rodney Churchill died at his home in Sar­ 
atoga on Monday, aged nearly 70 years.

notice on J. Valentine, who is understood to 
be the ow ner of die pro|>erty. 
A letter re­ 
ceived from Richard N. A r now, of 154 N as­ 
sau-st reel, N ew -York City, staling that lie 
was the attorney of a woman who wa* the 
owner of the property, ami the title to the 
same was not Mr Valentine’s, but in the per­ 
son whom he represented, and (hat he would 
cheerfully give permission to fill in the marsh 
providing no expense be charged against the 
owner, was read.
